DISCUSSING THE SITUATION, 


German Papers Blame the Government for 
the Lack of Aggression. 
(SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Berti, Aug. 19.—The German press con- 
tinues to discuss the economical situation 
from the point of view of the impending dis- 
tress throughout the country and blames the 
government for its half measures, such as 
making advances through the State Bank on 
grain to the amount of two-thirds of its value 
instead of 50 per cent as - hitherto, the reduc- 
tion of railway tariffs, and the supplying of 
white bread to the army. The Liberal press 
organs say that these palliatives will not help 
matters unless the duty on corn be removed. 

Not only the decision of the government to 
maintain the duty on corn, but its reasons and 


the data on the subject of the harvest pros- | 
pects published in the official Reichsanseiger, 


are hotly disputed and ridiculed as contradic- 
tory and ill founded. It is said that the Rus- 
sian Governinent is about to purchase all the 
rye at present in Russian ports, on account of 
the army. ! 

According to the figures published in the 
Russian official journal, the quantity of rye 
which that country will have at its disposal 
this year amounts to only 711,000,000 poods, 
whereas 994,000,000 poods are calculated to be 
necessary. for food and seed, so that the deficit 
of 283,000,000 poods will have to be made up by 
substituting potatoes and maize. As a proof 
of the rise of food prices in Germany, the 
Berliner Tageblatt states that a pound of rye 
meal, which hitherto cost only nine or ten 
pfennigs, now costs over 19 pfennigs. The 
Russian mills, including many which have 
hitherto ground nothing but wheat, are now 
employed night and day in grinding rye, and 
a great many cars are engaged in advance on 
all the railways in order to export as much 


*rye as possible before the 27th, on which the 


prohibitive ukase will take effect. 

To Make Germany More Independent. 
The Hamburger Correspondent published 
today an evidently inspired article which a 
semni-official telegraph agency has circulated 
in all parts of Germany. It says: The in- 
tention of the government to use wheat in 
making bread for the army is an important 
step on the way deliberately taken by the gov- 
ernment with aview of making Germany 
more independent, economically, of other 
countries than hitherto; for while the Rus- 
sian prohibition of the export of rye may pos- 
sibly be justified this year by the bad harvest, 
it is not impossibie that on some future occa- 
sion political reasons alone may lead to such 
a measure, and the danger of such éventuali- 
ties must be removed as far as practicable by 
means at our dispoeal, Propositions relating 
to this subject are being carefully studied in 
the public offices with special regard to the 
present situation.” 

The price of schnapps went up eight marks 
per hectolitre today on account of the strin- 
gency of the corn laws. The Vienna Bourse 
is affected to some extent by the excitement 
on the Berlin Corn Exchange and a general 
fall of quotations yesterday and today, The 
price of gold is also rising fast. No attention, 
however, is paid to the alarmist rumors sug- 
gesting that Russia had mulitary reasons for 
prohibiting the export of rye; but, on the 
contrary, in taking these measures to prevent 
famine the Russian Government has disclosed 
eertain financial embarrassments which it 
has long been studiously concealing. This 
makes the Vienna press ask whether the finan- 
cial and military conditions of the Russian 
Empire are not presumably on the same level. 

The Tageblatt observes that Russia appears 
to be now as heretofore a colossus with clay 
feet. . 


Max LEAD TO A RUPTURE. 


Disagreement in the German Cabinet Over 
the Duties on Corn. 

Buntraw, Aug. 19.—Herr Miquel, the Minis- 
ter of Finance, has sent a petition to the Em- 
peror asking the latter to suspend the duties 
on corn for three months. Herr Miquel has 
been compelled to take this step, according to 
his friends, by reason of the fact that Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi has declined to enter into 
any further discussion of suspending the 
duties on corn. At the Cabinet meetings the 
differences between Chancellor von Caprivi 
and Herr Miquel, the man who is supposed to 
be the Einperor's favorite, seem to increase 
day by day, and now have undoubtedly reached 
such an acute stage that the end, it would 
seem, must be the fall of one or the other of 
them. 

Rye closed today at an advance of 50 pfen- 
nige per 1,000 kilos, and wheat closed at a de- 
cline of 50 pfennige per 1,000 kilos. 

The North German Gazette’s Warsaw corre- 
spondent telegraphs that the millers of that 
city are now exclusively engaged in preparing 
rye flourand bran forexportation. All the avail- 
able thrashers in the vicinity of Warsaw have 
been hired at high prices, the object of the 
millers being to export all the rye possible 
before the prohibition is enforced. 

Vienna, Aug. 19.— The Austro-Hungarian 
press urges the government to take advantage 
of the German dilemma in the commercial 
treaty negotiations and not to make conces- 
sions for the reduced duties which Germany 
will be compelled o make through the action 
of Russia.

STREETS TORN UP AGAIN. 
THE ECONOMIC GAS COMPANY VIO- 
LATES 171 rx ORDINANCES,

Time for Laying of Service Pipes— 
The Company Asks Permission to Tun- 
nel the umet River—Commissioner 
Aldrich Hesitates to Grant the Request, 
George A. Yuille, a fanctionary of the Stand- 
ard Oil company and the present resident 
manager of its most recent offshoot, the Chi- 
cago Economic Fuel Gas company, had him- 
self interviewed yesterday to contradict cer- 
tain assertions of Tax Tano in reference 
to the way in which he and his hired men are 
tearing up the streets of Chicago. Mr. Yuille 
declared, among other things, that the gas 
company had laid service pipes at the same 
time that the main pipes were laid and with- 
out reopening the ground. 
Service pipes, as contemplated in the ordi- 


namce, were not laid at the same tiine as the 


main pipes. Only a few service pipes have 
been laid so far for the first block torn up. 
Over fifty would be necessary if the company 
meant to do business earnestly. 

Then, again, it appears that such service 
pipes as are now being laid are laid con- 
trary to the provisions of the ordinance. 
Those provisions stipulate that there shall not 
be a second disturbance of the street. There 
has been a second disturbance, and, 
strange to say, there has been no pro- 
test on the part of the city authorities. 
There is just one explanation of the course 
pursued by Mr. Burke and his inspector: 
They have not read the ordinance or, having 
read it, do not understand it or their duties 
under theordinance. If they did they would 
not permit the second tearing up of the streets 
to lay service pipes, They would also have 
compelled the company tolay its pipes deeper 
in the trench. They would further have in- 
sisted that the istreet be restored in some 
decent shape. 

What Was Done Last Night. 

Last night the company had men tearing 
up the pavement a second time to lay service 
pipes on Dearborn street just north of Har- 
rison. The mains were laid the night before, 
the blocks were relaid, or rather they were 
loosely shoveled into the trench. ‘So loosely 
were they laid, in«fact, that about one-tourth 
of the blocks and planks were left dut alto- 
gether. How the workmen ever expect to get 
the blocks in place again is a question not 
easily answered, for in the first ripping up 
they were hacked and hammered almost to a 
pulp. And to put them down again 
will leave thes part of the street 
with worse than no pavement 
at all. In many places heavy wagons have 
passed along where the mains have been laid 
and the wheels have cut through so that there 
is every indication that the west side of the 
street will soon be worked into a quagmire. 

When the company first broke ground the 
foreman said that the following day it would 
put 600 men to work. At that time, nearly a 
week ago, there were about forty or fifty men 
at work laying mains. Lastnight the number 
had not been increased. At that time the 
foreman said more care would be taken in the 
future in relaying the pavement, but from the 
looks of things less care is being taken. 

Last night the company had torn up the 
thoroughfare as far north as Van Buren 
street. The blocks and loose dirt had been 
piled on the sidewalks so that in many places 
the space left for pedestrians was not over 
two feet wide. workmen were so care- 
less in throwing the dirt that the narrow space 
left for foot passengers was almost blocked 
with sand and dirt. 

The pipes have been piled along the sides of 
Dearborn street as far north as Monroe street 
with no danger lights to warn the fire com- 
panies, patrol wagons, or vehicles of any sort. 

Want to Tunnel the Calumet. 

Supt. Yuille of the Economic Gas company 
applied to Commissioner of Public Works 
Aldrich for two permits yesterday. One was 
to lay mains on Twenty-third street, from 
Armour avenue to South Park avenue, and on 
South Park avene, from Twenty-third street 
to Thirty-seventh street. The other was a re- 
quest to tunnel the Calumet River at Ninety- 
fifth street. The formal application for the 
latter privilege read as follows: 

C modo, Aug. 19.+J. Frank Aldrich, Commise- 
sioner of Public Works, City of Chicago—Dear 
Sir: Please issue permits for the construction of 
a tunnel under the Calumet River at Ninety-fifth 
street. The tunnel is to commence at a point 
twenty feet south of the center line of the street 
and twenty feet west of the dock line. running to 
a point twenty feet east ofthe dock line on the 
other side. 

We have let our contract for this tunnel and 
the contractor is desirons of getting his material 
on thé ground, as his time to complete it is limit- 
ed. Your early attention will greatly oblige. 

CMmoAdO Economic Gas Company, 
By Gnonqn A. Lum Ln. 

Commissioner Aldrich issued a permit in 
compliance with the first request, but he was 
not so sure that he had authority to issue a 
permit giving the company the right to tunnel 
the Calumet River. He accordingly referred 
the matter to Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Chetiain for an opinion as to whether the 
Commissioner had such power. 

Pians of the Proposed Tunnel. 

The application was accompanied by a 
draft of the proposed tunnel. It is proposed 
to sink a shaft on each side of the river and 
connect the two with a tunnel which will vary 
from five to eight feet diameter in the clear. 
The top of the tunnel, it is said, will be about 
forty feet below the grade of the street and 
about twenty feet below the bed of the river. 
It will be built of brick, and the pipes will 
pass down one shaft through the tunnel and 
out at the other, and connect with the pipes 
leading to the Indiana gas fields. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Chetlain said 
yesterday that it would probably be two or 
three days before he would reach a conclusion 
in the matter, as he had several other impor- 
tant questions under consideration that must 
be disposed of at once. 

It is intimated that a big fight is awaiting 
the Economic Gas company, but that it 
will not be forced until the new 
concern connects its mains with the In- 
diana gas fields. It is said that the 
Chicago gas companies generally known as 
the gas trust have an option on the product of 
this field and that they will enforce the condi- 
tions at the proper time. 

The trust companies, it will be remembered, 
were quite active About a year ago making 
preparations to pipe gas from Indiana, and 
distributed gas mains along their proposed 
route through South Chicago and Hyde Park.

He warned 
his hearers equally against depreciated (silver) 
money and irredeemable (paper) money, and 
made the important point that in the event of 
depreciatién in the purchasing power of the 
doliar, that depreciated dollar would be first 
used to pay some poor laborer for his work. 
Also he called attention to the fact that the 
farmers, being remote from money centers, 
have the largest interest in seemg the pur- 
chasing value of the dollar maintained. The 
reason’ for this is sélf-evident. The farmer 
could not gain any advantage by che fluctua- 
tions incident to the change in value. What- 
ever there might be of that would be reaped 
by the speculators in the cities, and the farmer 
would find himself a loser to the full extent of 
the depreciation on every dollar in his posses- 
sion or subject to his order at the time of the 
change. 

The President has again pledged himself to 
the position that all the influences of the gov- 
ernment shall be on the side of giving the 
people only good money, and just as much of 
that kind as we can get. This means that the 
people ought to have just as much silver 
money as can-be maintained at par, and no 
more, That means a limited coinage of sil- 
ver so long as present conditions obtain in the 
Old World. He has previously stated that he 
is in favor of a congress to discuss the sub- 
ject of bimetallism, the object being to pro- 
vide for as full a coinage of silver as is possi- 
ble with a preservation of the parity estab- 
lished for the two metals, whether the ratio be 
the old one or a new proportion of weights to 
represent equal values. In the absence uf any 
such agreement free comage by the United 
States would be a delusion and a snare, and 
the President has intimated as much, though 
not saying it in those words. , 

The speech at Albany does not warrant the 
assumption that President Harrison would 
sign a free-coinage bill if passed by both 
Houses of Congress nor allow it to become a 
law by omitting to sign it. He stands where 
he did and his utterances on the subject are 
quite as much in favor of a éull-value dollar 
as were those made by him before the silver 
pressure was brought to bear upon him. It is 
certain that if a free-coinage bill should be- 
come a law during his administration it would 
only be by being passed over his veto. 


REVISING THE PENSION LIST. 

The sentiment is growing rapidly among 
self-respecting and patriotic members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic that it 1s time to 
revise. pensions, and they begin to see that if 
the system is not reformed its abuses may 
create a prejudice against it which will result 
in serious injury to deserving soldiers. Among 
those who have given public expression to 
their views is Maj.-Gen. S. W. Crawford, who 
being a crippled veteran speaks with author- 
ity. He says in a letter to the Philadelphia 
Times: 

ln today’s Sunday Times there is an editorial 
of the greatest importance, headed A New Call 
for Heroism,” and its subject is the necessity for 
a review and reform of the present pension sys- 
tem. It is a cleverly-written article and in every 
way true. 

As my name is mentioned in it, 1 have only to 
say to you that I have long seen what is coming; 
have ever earnestly against the abuse of a 
good and just system, and am ready to do any- 
thing or take any part in arresting the further 
progress of this wrong and reforming what ex- 
ists. A reaction will set in that will sweep away 
the whole system and “tramp it out” as the En- 
glish did the mutiny and the cattle-piague. In- 
dicate what ought to be done, and I am ready.

It 
calls for so much of commiseration as can be 
extended to a nation of taxpayers bled for the 
benefit of a few cormorants whose stomachs 
have such a powerful held on what they have 
once swallowed that they cannot be made to 
disgorge. With the piling up of “securi- 
ties of the hne in the hands of 
money-lenders as pledges for the pay- 
ment of floating | indebtedness the

It should be about time for the government 
to assert its rights and iusist that these fellows 
shall either pay up or shut up. The longer 
they are allowed to mismanage the property 
the less is the chance of payment and the 
greater the certainty that the government will 
be placed in the same position as Mrs. Gen- 
eral was by the great Mr. Merdle when he 
said “She will not get anything.“ It might 
not be advisable to undertake to run the line 
directly for the people; but if their equity 
were offered for sale somebody would bid for 
it, and the result could hardly be worse than 
the present state of things, which promises to 
become a more decided loss the longer it is 
allowed to continue. It would be difficult to 
imagine a more painful fire in which the peo- 
ple could land as aconsequence of jumping 
out of the pan in which the Pacific manage- 
ment has for many years past fried out of the 
public ali the fat that could be extracted from 
it and absorbed by the gigantic combination 
holding the handle of the pan.

TRADE SHOULD BE SOUGHT, 

The Troy Times notes the existence of 3 
disposition in some quarters to decry the 
value of the reciprocity arrangements recently 
made with Latin America because they have 
not been at once followed by a wholesale rush 
of trade to the United States. It. observes 
justly that the most zealous advocates of 
reciprocity never assumed to claim for it any 
suth power; that reciprocity opens a favora- 
ble market for American business, but forces 
no one to enter it; that it gives our business. 
men a large advantage over foreign com- 
petitors, but guarantees them no benefit with- 
out exertion on their part; and that it issome- 
thing like the setting of food before a hungry 
man, which does him no good unless he takes 
the trouble to partake of it. 

If our merchants and manufacturers have 
not sufficient energy to make the effort nec 
essary to secure a share in the “feast ot fat 
things set before them the fault will be with 
themselves, not with the pohcy of Mr. Blaine. 
Thousands of people in Cuba, Brazil, and 
Santo Domingo are ready and willing to use 
American products, and many thousands more 
will be glad to use them when they have been 
cultivated up to a knowledge of the situation, 
having their tastes improved and their pur- 
chasing ability widened by the novel experi- 
ence. It has been agreed that American prod- 
ucts shall be offered them on advantageous 
terms compared with those they can obtain 
elsewhere. But it can hardly be expected that 
the people of those countries shall come here 
and solicit our merchants and manufacturers 
to send them goods which are offered by 
Europeans. Manifestly the proper thing to 


de done by people who want that trade is to 


go after it or send for it. The buyers must 
be asked what kind of goods they want, and 
then be supplied with those articles, the plan 
employed being an extension of that in use in 
domestic business. The city merchant who 
wishes to increase his patronage sends out so- 
licitors to drum up fresh custom in town 
or country, and a material extension of trade 
in other lands. can hardly be secured in any 
other way than by sending representatives as 
well as goods, the first studying the require- 
ments of the community in which it is de- 
sired to find new customers. In order to se- 
cure the full benefit of the reciprocity arrange- 
ment the merchant or manufacturer in the 
United States must personally or by deputy ask 
the people what they want, the terms on which 
it best suits them to be served, and the style 
of packages most preferred, then see that such 
_articles are sent them. If he does not take 
that trouble he must not be disappointed if 
the choicest plums fall to the share of some 
one else willing to shake the tree. That has 
been the rule hitherto with the merchants of 
England, France, and Germany. They have 


the people of the South American countries, 
and to that perhaps as much as to the matter 
of prices is due the great preponderance of 
European trade in the southern half of the 
New World. 

It is believed by those most familiar with 
the conditions that, aided by reciprocity 
agreements, the United States can take the 
lion’s share of trade with Latin America if 
its merchants will take but half the trouble to 
secure it that they now take to secure a profit- 
able share of the home market. The Consuls 
at various points in South America have re- 
peatedly stated their belief that this pushing 
is all that is necessary to secure the bulk of 
the business, Indeed some of these officials 
intimate that the tardiness of Americans to 
enter the field in the past has resulted in those 
markets being flooded with cheap imitations 
of American goods, which have been sold at 
prices that would have been remunerative for 
the genuine articles had they been offered for 
sale. 


Samar, the New York delegate to the In- 
ternationalist Socialist Workmen's Congress 
at Brussels, distinguished himself by a vicious 
attack upon the United States. He is reported 
to have said that amid all our wealth misery 
increases so fast that the land of the brave 
and the home of the free is in reality a hell.

The conductor looked into the other coach. 
had dropped out at the 
first station. Only two remained. The con- 
ductor shook his head. 

“It wouldn't do,” he said. “The law 
doesn’t allow white folks and niggers to ride 
in the same coach under any circumstances. 
I'd lay myself liable if I let you go in there.“ 

The merchant sat down again, and five other 
men who wauted to smoke as badly as he did 
grumbled with him. The merchan kept his 
eyes on the coach ahead. the course of an 
hour the solitary negro who was riding got 
out. . 

„Come on,” said the merchant. It is all 
right now.“ 

And ten men arose, filed into the coach for 
negroes, doubled the seats, cocked up their 
feet, lighted their cigars, and proceeded to 
make lves comfortable. They had it 
all their own way until, a few stations on, a 
negro came & and then, throwing away 
their stumps, they were forced to return to the 
crowded coach for Whites.

LESS ACREAGE IN WISCONSIN, 


Figures Made Public Through the Office of 
the Secretary of State. 

Manprison, Wis., Aug. 19.—[Special.]—The 
Secretary ot State has received the exact acre- 
age of crops in Wisconsin from the County 
clerks, who in turn received their information 
from the Lown Assessors. The facts, there- 
fore, are as exact as they can be ascertained. 
The crop statistics are anxiously sought after, 
not only by operators on the boards of trade, 
but also by the European governments. 

The figures show that the wheat acreage of 
Wisconsin is 721,261 acres, or 4,196 acres less 
than last year. average yield, as esti- 
mated by the Secretary of Agriculture in this 
State, is 8654-per gent of last year, or about 
sixteen bushels per acre. This would make 
the total wheat crop of Wiscunsin 11,540,776 
bushels. 

Thenumber of acres of corn planted in this 
State was 924,593 which is 38,241 less than. in 
1890. Corn, however, will yield less than last 
year, owing tothe drought in many portions of 
the State, and it ig expected that much of it 
will not ripen if frosts set in at the usual sea- 
son. | 
There were 1,419,349 acres of oats sown this 
year, which is 32,999 acres less than in 1890. 
Oats are light, but in most sections of the State 
will give an whinge yield. 

The number of acres of barley sown was 
518,007, which is slightly more than last year, 
but much of this was turned into corn when 
it was found that the barley was infested with 
chinch-bugs. The yield will fail far below the 
average. 

The amount of rye sown was 203,866 acres, 
about the same as in 1890, and the number of 
aéres of potatoes planted was 127,248, about 
10,000 acres more than in 1890. The potato 
crop in many sections of the State is excellent 
and the yield will be large.
